Manager* Are fJreatlv Worried Over the 
Mew War lUHSeBe Kiatty 
Mats. 

ILezlngton Herald.] 

It the Attorney Oeneral of the United 
Statea construes the clauses of the new 
war tax, aa far aa they relate to the the- 
atrical boaineaa, and many of them aeem 
I to think he will, at least eiRht-tenths of 
{ the companies now routed for tours of the 
country will go ont of boalnaaa. 

The matter that managers of road 
shows are worried about is whether they 
thev will have to pay $10 for each State 
they play in or $100, and nobody seems to 
know just what sum they will be taxed, 

Another knotty problem is whether 
they will be allowed to pay pro rata, or 
fractional liotnaa If they only play one 
ni»;ht in a State, or if they will have to 
pay for the year. 

Many managera have decided that in 
cities of over 25,000 inhabitants, the 
theater will have to pay the license, and 
that traveling companies will be exempt, 
and have, therefore, cancelled all dates in 
towns under 25,000 population. 

The whole matter is in a very unset- 
tled and tmsatisfactory condition, and 
can not be set right until some special 
and definite interpretation ct the law 
cornea from Waabington. 

So far all that la authoritative about 
the workings of the law is that no stamps 
are necessary on either sharing or en- 
Kagement eonlraeta, and that theatera 
opening any time after July Ist will not 
be compelled to pay the full license of 
$100, but only from the date of opening. 
Therefore, a theatre opening October 1st 
will only have to pay for eight months, or 
$83.:i;5i. 

Section 2 of the law, which went into 
effect July Ist, read as follows :

■hall be aud bi-rcby arc imposed Hiiiiually a." fol- 
lowi : 

"SectioD <>. Crnprietorb of ttieaters, maMiUinii 
and concert hnUs in t ities ImvioR more than 2>,- 
000 population, as shown liy the last preceding 
fuited .States ctusns, shall paySlOO. 

"Section s. Proprietors or agent.'t of all dthcr 
imblic exhibitions or .shows for mom y not 
eiuimcrateil iu this section shall pay sU); pro- 
vided. That a special tax paid in one .State, terri- 
tory or the District of I'oluuibia shall not exempt 
exhll)itions f»«:n tJie tax in another 8tate, terri- 
tory or the District of Coluuibia, aud but one 
special tax shall be required for exhibitions 
within any one Slate, territory or the District of 
Columbia.' 

The first test case came up in Chicago 
a few days ago, when Lincoln J. Carter's 
agent offered United States Collector 
Coyne $10 for a license enabling bis man- 
ager to take ten ahowa into forty-four 
State? f ir fifty-two weeks. Collector 
Coyne, Laving l}een instructed, refused 
the flO on the ground that the license 
for each State was $100 for each and 
every dramatic company. 

Carter's agent argued that proprietors 
of theatrical companies should come un- 
der Paragraph 8, but Collector Coyne 
produced United Statea Revenue Collec- 
tor Scott's moat recent rnling (19,602) 
under date of Jane 38th, which aays : 

The ipecial tax Imposed In Paragraiih 7 of .Si'c - 
liou 2 of the act of June i:), WJi^, applies to a 
small theatrlral compaor^a well as a elrcuit or 
other exhibition especially referred to, and not 
enumeraiMi in Paragraph m
